BANK OF THE U. STATES. 
The 
bill re chartering this Institu- 


tion passed the Senate of the U. S. on 
the l l t h , by a vote of 28 to 20. 
The 


following are its provisions: 


1. The Bank Charter to be continu- 


ed fifteen years, from and after the 3d 
day of March, 1836 ; that being the day 
on which the present charter expires. 


2. The Directors may appoint two 


or more officers to sign notes less than 
one hundred dollars, which shall be 
binding on the corporation, in the same 
manner as if signed by the Presi- 
dent and Cashier. 


3. Thc Bank is not to issue or put 


in circulation any notes, or any checks 
or drafts, of a less denomination than 
fifty doHars, which shall not, on the fa- 
ces thereof, be payable at the bunk 
where issued. 


4. The Bank, and all its offices, shall 


be bound to receive, in payment of bal- 
ances due them from other banks, notes 
or bills of the Bank of the United

authority aforesaid. That the people of 
Pennsylvania never can consent to an 
abandonment of the protective system. 


4. And be it further resolved, by the 


authority aforesaid, That if a reduc- 
tion of the revenue becomes necessary, 
we would prefer a prohih'uion of the 
introduction of articles of foreign fab- 
ric and production, the like, of which 
we are successfully manufacturing and 
producing, to any reduction upon pro- 
tected articles, which we can produce 
and manufacture, as cheaply and as 
good amongst ourselves. 


5. And be It further resolved, by the

Resolved, That the Constitutional 


right of Congress to protect manufac- 
tures, agriculture and commerce, is a 
.poinLadmiitcd, _andLnp_longer a sub- 
ject of discussion; the system out of 
which it sprung, had its origin anterior 
to the declaration of independence ; a 
steady attachment to it, caused the ab- 
rogation of the act of confederation. 
and the formation of the present consti- 
tution: its constitutionality has been 
legislatively admitted for nearly half a 
century, during all which time, the peo- 
ple have uniformly concurred 5u the 
construction. 


Resolved, That we recognize the right 


of no tribunal but the Judiciary to de- 
cide upon the constitutionality or the 
unconstitutionaiily of an act 'of Con- 
gress ; and that we deprecate, as incon- 
sistent with republican principles, and 
the true construction of our system, ev-

Manufacturer 


of Hals, Caps and Bonnets, and destroys 
a large amount of labor, generally con- 
sick-red a clear gain to the country, viz :
